$556.50 lAich is enclosed ($60, $45, $70, $125, $256.50). 

In the group sent by mall there were 7 large and 2 small Heaths. 

I have marked those t&ich are complete with a slip inside the cover. They 
are one large 1866, two large 1866-67 and one small 1864. The others arc 
missing parts. The large 1870 has no plates. The other large 1866 is short 
several plates. 

The two other large 1866-67 I can use for combining and piecing. 

Both have soiled and torn covers and have no counterfeits as was noted by 
you on their back page. There ia a small 2nd edition missing the factional 
currency plates, the folded counterfeit and plates 15 and 16. 1 suggest $75.00

I an sorry your health problems have delayed our correspondence but 
1 was glad to hear from you. 

To try to clean things up, I agree that the original group totaled 
$1374. I sent $1269 and was going to return 3 duplicate small Heaths at 
$35 each to clear that balance up. When I did not hear from you I tried to 
sell them for you and I did sell 2. I enclose two checks for $35.00 each 
and will either return the one remaining or if you feel I agreed to buy all 
of the first group, then I will buy the last one and sell it to someone else. 

Let me know your wishes. 

The second group of Heaths, as you know, consists of those in poor 
condition or with defects. You did not quote the $400 price on these until 
well after 1 received them. 

Here is the situation: 

There are 2 small Heaths. One has plates missing and the other has 
a wrecked cover. There are 7 large Heaths, only 3 of which are complete, 
but their covers are not nice. Of those which are not complete, there is one 
tfiich has all of its plates stripped out and the others have major plates 
missing. None of the defective ones has the $100 counterfeit plate. I will 
still try to get you $400 for the group if you give me further time. I have 
a dealer friend who, I think, wants a large one now. I will pay you as 1 sell 
them, 1 sent you $75 for the 3 defective ones, 2 large, and 1 small, so I 
can just bind them and use their sheets to repair others I had. 

You sent the check back, but I think you should keep it and so I am 
sending it to you again. It is a perfectly fair offer. If I can get $90 each 
for the 3 complete ones, then all 1 have to get out of the remaining small one 
and the one large one is $55 in the aggregate. The one with all the plates 
stripped out is worthless and I am not counting it.
